{ASKS FOR MORE TROLLEYS 


CHARLES T. YERKDS MAKES A RE- 
QUEST OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Desires to Change the Motive Power 
on the Entire North and West Side 

Street Railroad Lines to the Over- 

head. Syetem—He Promises Better 
Service if Allowed to Put Up the 
Wires—Mayor Harrison Likely to 


Charles T. Yerkes made application to tie 
City Council last night for permission to use 
the overhead trolley as the motive power 
on the entire North and West Side street 
car systems, substituting it for cable and 
horses wherever the latter are now em- 
ployed. He promised in case the permission 
— granted to give better street car strv- 
ce. 

The matter came up in the form of a com- 
munication from Mr. Yerkes, which carried 
with it the ordinance he wished paseed.,.That 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the 
City of Chicago that the West Chicago Street 
railroad company and the North Chicago 
Street railroad company respectively are 
hereby granted permission and authority 
to operate electric cars by overhead contact 
wires over and along any and all cable or 
horse car tracks or parts thereof, whether 
the same be owned, leased, or operated by 
the said companies respectively.“ 

The ordinance went by unanimous consent 
and without debate to the Joint Committee 
on Streets and Alleys North, West, and 
South. 

Mayor Harrison, if the ordinance is passed, 
will demand as a condition of signing it that 
the overhead troHey provided in the ordi- 
nance be changed to underground trolley. 
It is possible he may also ask that Mr. Yerkes 
consent to lowering the tunnels as demand- 
ed by the United States government in the 
interests of navigation. It would not be un- 
likely, however, if Yerkes can take out his 
cables and use the overhead trolley that he 
would give up the tunmels as no longer 

. Yerkes’ Communication. 


Mr. Yerkes’ communication reads: 

“Chicago, Jan. 16.—To the Honorable 
Mayor and City Council of the City of 
Chicago—Gentlemen: 

For some time past it has been a recog- 
nized fact that the transportation of the peo- 
ple from the heart of the city has been a 
difficult problem to solve, particularly be- 
tween certain hours of the day. Owing to 
the city’s rules governing the running of 
cars, most of the passengers have been 
forced to the cable Hines. As the congestion 
could be greatly lessened by operating the 
.the North Chi- 
cago and West Chicago companies present 
to you the accompanying ordinance, with 


able the said companies to further accom- 
modate the people.

“Then, again, if we were able to run the 
cars which now operate on State street north 
to Division and Clark streets on to the cable 
road, thence on north to the ‘ limits,’ the 
congestion at Clark and Division streets 
would be obviated. Besides, this arrange- 
ment would be of great convenience to the 
passengers. Then, again, if trolley cars 
could be operated on Clark street passengers 
residing north of the limits station would be 
brought all the way to the city without 
change of cars at the limits.’ 7 

“On the West Side the Halsted street 
cars could be brought to the heart of the 
city without change and many improve- 
ments in the way of carrying passengers 
could be made. 

“I respectfully inform you that our com- 
panies are willing to make these improve- 
ments if your honorable body will so order. 


Under the terms of the ordinance as pre- 
sented, however, Mr. Yerkes could do a great 


deal more than he offers in his communica- 
tion. He could change the dison street 
and Milwaukee avenue cables to trol- 


leys as well as the loop which carries 
their cars through the down-town district; 
also the Halsted street and Blue Island 
avenue cables and their down-town loop. 
The trolley in Adams street could be carried 
to Michigan avenue instead of stopping at 
Franklin street.

Lamoriaux’s Confidence.

London, Jan. 16.—The Globe believes in 


the accuracy of the statement made in a 
speech by Dr. Fenner at the dinner of 
the Cariton club, to the effect that the 
German Emperor, in talking to him in 
Palestine, when a conflict between France 


the struggle would not last more than five 
or six days, as Toulon, Brest, and, Cher- 
bourg would be in flames and the French 
fleet exterminated. Dr. Fenner added that 
the Kaiser ared convinced that the 
French would turn their efforts to the Ger- 
man forces on their frontier. 

Apropos of the reports in English papers 
of France’s unpreparedness to face Eng- 
land at sea, Admiral Lamoriaux, chief com- 
mander of the French northern squadron, 
interviewed in Paris, said: 3 

“Though outside of the domain of politics, 
1 understand the relations of France and 
England are somewhat serious. We need 
more confidence in ourselves. Our navy is 
in good form. The relative strength of 
navies on paper is sometimes misleading, as, 
for instance, in the case of Spain and Ameri- 
ca. It is probably an exaggeration to say 
that England’s navy equals those of France 
and Russia together. It would take Eng- 
land a long time to get her ships together 
from all quarters of the globe. Even then 
she would be vulnerable. 

“Suppose we left our battleships in our 
ports to guard them and sent out our 
swift cruisers to destroy English commerce, 
besides our torpedo boats to do what de- 
struction they could, would not the con- 
sequences be serious for a power like Great 
Britain. With interrupted and perhaps 
ruined commerce England would not have 
‘much to boast of. va 

“In addition to our present strength, there 
will be more big battleships finished this 
year. Our sailors are well practiced. This 
goes a great way. The buoyant fighting 
blood of France ought to turn out material 
equal to the sluggish blood of England. 
We might be beaten, but England would 
be badly disfigured before the close of the 
War.“

Property -Owners Want Honest Prices 
—Specifications Now Bar to 
Competition. 


Many prominent property-owners in Chi- 
cago who have been following the investiga- 
tions by a committee of the Real Estate 
board into the cost of street paving are 
determined to make the paving question a 
leading issue, if necessary, in the next 
‘municipal election. They mean to secure 
assurance that Chicago shall have its pav- 
ing done at honest prices and its assessments 
for local improvements of all kinds levied 
in @ fair and equitable manner. They be-

petition in the matter of bidding on con- 
tracts for asphalt paving. This accounts for 
the presence in the city of T. Hugh Boorman, 
the American representative of the Com- 
pagnie Generale des Asphaltes of France, 
limited, who came in response to a letter 
from Robert C. Givins asking for pamphlets 
and figures on asphalt paving. Mr. Boor- 
man said the speci ons furnished for 
intending bidders on asphalt paving in Chi- 
cago are so drawn as to debar his company 
from competition. 

Speaking of plans relative to securing bet- 
ter conditions for Chicago real estate own- 
ers, Mr. Givins said: . 

What I shall advocate is a public agita- 


officials to remedy abuses that now exist, 
or else make it plain that no candidates can 
hope to secure office if they have not first 
given pledges that they will remedy those 
abuses. 

All the property-owners want is to know 
that when paving contracts are awarded it 
shall be with care and economy and honest 
prices and work. This cannot be secured so 
long as a ring of concerns representing a 
big asphalt monopoly has an exclusive priv- 
ilege of bidding for the work. 

New York and other cities are beating us 
by heavy percentages on the cost of paving. 
There ig no reason why this should be so 
and the people can prevent it if they will. 

The terms of the specifications on asphalt 
paving which limit competition are those 
which provide that the surface paving ma- 
terial shall be a mixture of asphaltic cement, 
lime, and sand, the cement to be made with 
asphaltum from Pitch Lake on the Island 
of Trinidad. The French company men- 
tioned deals in rock asphalt, in which the 
whole of the surface materia! is brought 
from the Seyssel mines. The rock asphalt 
is said to be more expensive, but it is argued 
its greater durability makes its use highly 
economical. 

There are other compani Mr. Givins 
States, of good financial standing, which are 
debarred from competition in Chicago be- 
cause the asphalt they furnish is not that 
taken from Pitch Lake, on the Island of 
Trinidad, a product on which the Barber 
Asphalt company has a monopoly in this 
country.. 

Mr. Boorman will meet today a number of 
leading real estate men of Chicago. It is 
possible he may be asked to furnish esti- 
mates of cost for down-town ving con- 
tracts to be undertaken by propefty-owners

THIEF WITH A RECORD CAUGHT. 


Harry Stewart Held at Harrison Street 


Pending Two Charges of Grand

Harry Stewart, a thief with a record, is 
held at the Harrison Street Station pending 
two charges of grand larceny to be made 
against him before the grand jury.

There were two men 
in the car, both answering Stewart’s de- 
scription, and the policeman got hold of the

eanwhile a trunk and contents valued 
at $1,000 had been stolen, along with a horse 
and express wagon, from Thirty-fifth street 
and Cottage Grove avenue. The trunk be- 
longed to Mrs. Maynard of Boston, who was 
visiting her daughter at Fifty-third street 
and Lake avenue. The horse and wagon 
wore the West Side. 
ore his ewell sentence Stewart mar- 
ried a girl named Maggie McCabe. Detective 
Crowe received information that Stewart 
and his wife were living at 191 Thirty-sixth 
place. They were not there, but after tracing 
them from one abode to another the de- 
tective located them in Mrs. Daly's board- 
ing-house, 1726 Indiana avenue. Crowe took 
two other policemen with him, placing one 
in front and one in the rear of the house, he 
going inside. Mrs. Daly denied that 
Stewart and his wife were there, but Crowe 
insisted on searching the place, and in an 
up-stairs room found Mrs. §tewart and 
Mrs. Maynard’s trunk. He asked for Stew- 
art, and the latter’s wife said he had just 
stepped out and would be back in a few 
minutes. Detective Crowe noticed that the 
scuttle leading to the roof was open. He 
went to the roof and found that the scuttle 
of the next building had been forced off. 
He descended the ladder into the building, 
which is a boarding-house, and learned 
from the proprietor that he had met a man 
in the hall claiming to be a policeman in 
search of a thief. He asked the landlord 
to let him out the back door, which was 
done, and Stewart escaped for the time. 

Mrs. Stewart was arrested. Most of Mrs. 
Maynard's property was recovered in South 
Side pawnshops and second-hand stores. 
It was learned that Stewart sometimes 
visited the house of Jennie Love, and Crowe 
made arrangements to have him arrested 
there if he should comein. He was arrest- 
ed there Sunday night by the policeman on 
the post. He was taken to the Harrison 
Street Station, where it was supposed there 
was a reward for his arrest, and orders were 
issued that no one should be allowed to see 
him. Even Detective Crowe, who devel- 
oped the case, was denied access to the pris- 
oner until he protested vigorously to Lieu- 
tenant Golden.

Christian College,” and the Rev. Dr. John 
Henry Barrows, President of Oberlin Col- 
lege, spoke on “ Educational Opportunities.”

In beginning his address Dr. Bradley spoke 
of the problem of securing and having in 
seminaries men who shall be leaders in the 
Congregational churches and said it was 
not to be solved by mere gift of money, by 
increasing the curriculum, by enlarging the 
range of studies, by the introduction of the 
increased electives in Semitic lore and phil- 
osophical speculations. 

These are excellent and necessary,“ he 
continued, but a deeper question than that 


into our seminary to begin with a man 
whose heart and mind have been thoroughly 
and completely surrendered to the mind of 
the Master, and whose training has been sat- 
urated with Christian truth. 

“The centuries waited in darkness till a 
Luther could be found with courage and 
brains to start the reformation. There never 
has been a time when the demand for leaders 
in the kingdom of God has found sufficient 
supply; there never was a time when tactful, 
competent, trained leadership was not so 
scarce as toamount practically toa dearth.”’ 

At this point the address was interrupted 
by repeated outburses of applause. Dr. 
Bradley continued by discussing the need of 

\competent men in other vocations. 
Address of President Barrows. 
: Barrows spoke in part as follows: 

“T\ regard myself as representing in 
Oberlin. the chief educational opportunity 
of our ‘times—an opportunity which, if 
grasped and adequately improved, will mean 
more for the twentieth century than Oberlin 
meant for the nineteenth, or Princeton for 
the eighteenth, or Harvard for the seven- 
teenth century. I come to plead for no local 
or State institution. Fully one-half of the 
1,300 students are from forty-four other 
States and Territories and thirteen foreign 
countries. \ 

“The founders of Oberlin—Mahan, Mor- 
gan, Dascomb, and others—were the best 
products of the college training in New Eng- 
land; and Oberlin has always maintained 
a high standard of scholarship. , 


Pleads for College Expansion. 

This is a time for expansion-—collegiate, 
theological, and national expansion, Most 
of us believe that our theology should be 
growing and not bound to the thinking of 
the seventeenth century. And I suppose 
there are some wild-eyed patriots amo 
you who believe in national expansion and 
in your heart of hearts are convinced that 
the American ship of state may be safely 
sailed on the far Eastern seas, since it finds 
itself in those waters in the providence of 
God, Others among you doubtless antici- 
pate great perils in national enlargement. 
All of us surely prefer purity to bigness. 
But who among us does not believe in col- 
lege expansion? 

To supply the most pressing wants of 
the President, Oberlin needs a million dollars 
for equipment and endowment. The possi- 
bilities of growth are simply measureless. 
We ought to have immediately at least four 
new buildings, and we ought to give our 
splendid body of self-denying teachers bet- 
ter support. We ought to have at least 100 
scholarships for incoming students—rewards 
of merit rather than premiums to poverty— 
and fifty free scholarships. And I would ask 
you, my Chicago friends, to entrust me with 
money to enable young Cubans, Porto 
Ricans, and Filipinos—we already have Ha- 
walians—to get an Oberlin education, and 
thus to make them almoners of learning, 
liberty, and divine life to the East Indies 
and the West Indies.”’ 

Dr. Barrows spoke with enthusiasm of the 
missionary opportunity presented by the 
opening of the Philippines to Western ideas. 


MANY MEN ARE POISONED. 


Six Citizens of Baxter County, Ark., 
Die Within a Few Days in a 
Mysterious Manner. 


Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 16.—There is in- 
tense excitement in Baxter County over a 
series of sudden and mysterious deaths 
which have occurred in the vicinity of Moun- 
tain Home, the county seat, within the last 
few days.

THE CZAR’S PEACE CONGRESS. 


In spite of wars and rumors of wars, of 
offensive and defensive alliances, of cabale 
and conspiracies, the Czar still seems in- 
tent upon his disarmament conference. 
Count Muravieff, his Premier, has sent an- 
other circular to the powers suggesting an 
interchange of ideas preliminary to the 
meeting of the conference upon certain 
points which he would like to have discussed 
and agreed to. These points include an 
agreement not to increase war establish- 
ments or budgets for a fixed period and 
then to find means of reducing forces and 
budgets in the future; to interdict the use 
of any new and more powerful weapons or 
explosives than those now made, and of the 
most terrible existing explosives and sub- 
marine contrivances; to forbid the throwing 
of explosives. from balloons and to con- 
struct vessels without rams. 
apply the Geneva convention to na val wur- 
fare, neutralize war vessels which would 
save those wrecked in naval battles, re- 
vise the Brussels declaration concerning the 
laws and customs of war, and accept the 
principle of mediation and arbitration in 
such cases as lend themselves thereto; and 
he would in addition exclude the discussion 
of all existing political relations. aa 
If these are the real views of the Ozar 
they are thoroughly creditable to his pacific 
disposition, though they partake more 
largely of the spirit of the millennium than 
of the close of the nineteenth century. 
They would have been more consistent, 
however, if the Russian government had 
not recently increased its army strength, 
reinforced its navy by contracts for several 
large and powerful vessels, made arrange- 
ments for adopting some new and more, 
deadly field guns than those now in use, 
and largely increased its war budget. 
looks upon the surface as if the Czar, hav- 
ing discounted the future and placed him- 
self in readiness to meet any emergency 
which may occur for years to come, is now 
anxious to have his neighbors agree not to 
make any increase of their naval or military 
forces. 


It is not at all likely the neighbors will 


take any such view of the situation, at least 
There are too many quar- 
rels left unsettled; there is too much parti- 
tioning yet to be done, which is always a 
dangerous operation; there are too many 
jealousies yet actively at work; and the 
political horizon is too full of clouds, some 
of them highly charged, to warrant the 
expectation that the Czar’s peace confer- 
ence will accomplish anything of impor- 
| tance. The ten points outlined by Count 
Muravieff are good so far as they go, and 
it would be a happier world if they could 
all be adopted and the eagles could be 
driven off and the dogs of war could be tied 
up for good, and the doves darken the sky 
in their rush to the national windows. But’ 
the Czar has omitted the essential point 
upon which all the others depend—human 
nature, which is the same in nations that 
it is in individuals. The time for the utili- 
zation of swords and spé@ars as plowshares 
and pruning hooks has not yet come. It 
may never come unless some miracle works 
a change in human nature. Nations in the 
twentieth century will not be unlike natious 
in the nineteenth. National jealousies, 
selfishness, grab, and greed will continue, 
and the weak will suffer at the hands of the 
strong. Evidently the Czar has not much 
faith in his own proposition. He is not 
practicing what he preaches. When the 
peace congress adjourns without result, as 
it probably will, the Czar will not be found 
lacking in all the material which goes to 
promote the gentle art of war. It will be

One constitutional amendment has been 


submitted to the General Assembly. Others 
will be submitted in the near future. 
Among them probably will be one to set 
off this city from Cook County and make 
it the County as well as the City of Chi- 
cago, the rest of Cook County to bea county 
of reduced size and population, with the 
present name, or to be cut up and divided 
among adjacent counties. 


The Legislature will make a mistake if 


it submits the above amendment to the 
popular vote, for it ought. not to be rati- 
fied, nor would it be if submitted. The 
voters of this county who will be much 
more than one-third of the voters of the 
State in 1900 would take care of that. 


The Cook County voters would not look 


on such an amendment as a “reform 
measure.” They would see in it a measure 
designed to build a wall around the city, 
to stop its future expansion, and put an 
end to its rivalry with New York for the 
primacy of American cities, The voters 
would see in this measure a scheme to pre- 
vent the annexation to this city when the 
proper time came of nearby suburbs, which 
had been built up by the overflow of its 
population. No such scheme ever can be 
popular here, even if it is labeled “ reform ” 
and is advocated as a great economic and 
“good government measure.” &

So if this natural process is not 
forcibly stopped the absorption of older 
suburbs, the growth of new ones, and their 
subsequent absorption will go on until 
about all Cook County has been annexed to 
Chicago. 

But if the City of Chicago, with 
its present limits, is made a county, then 
the easy process of expansion will come 
to an end. The suburbs will continue to 
grow. The number of people who spend 
their days in the city and the nights with 
their families in the country will increase. 
The boodlers, bribers, jury-fixers, and black- 
mailers will stay continually in the city 
and will have proportionately greater 
power. And when the new suburbs feel 
the need of better school facilities, superior 
protection against fire, etc., they will not 
be able to get into the County of Chi- 
cago’ as easily as suburbs can get into 
have to stay out in the cold and suffer. 

The area of London is about equal to 
that of Cook County. The area of New 
York is now 318 square miles. That of 
Chicago is only 186 square miles. That 
area will suffice for a few years only. 


Then further expansion will be necessary 


and will happen unless a county ring-wall 
is built around the eity. Real reform is 
desirable, but a “ reform which sets limits 
to the growth of the city in population and 
territory is not desirable. The people of 
this city and county will have none of it.

“16 TO 1% NOT “BIMETALLISN.” 
The Forum for January has an article by. 


James Kerr, Secretary of the Democratic | 


Congressional Campaign committee, on 
“The Recent Election and Its Results.” 
In that article Mr. Kerr states that “on 
the financial question the Democratic party 
is committed to bimetallism, while the Re- 
publican party is irrevocably committed 
to the single gold standard.” In another 
place Mr. Kerr asserts that— 


The near approach of the campaign of 1900. 
may discover that free silver at 16 to 1 is not 
the acute issue it was in 1896, by reason of the 
fact that for a time other issues, that must be 
settled, may assert themselves, and, along with 
bimetalliem, claim recognition from the people. 


Thus Mr. Kerr alleges that the Demo- 
cratic party, of which he is a member, is 
for “ bimetallism,” and that “16 to 1” is 
“bimetallism.” Neither of those state- 
ments is true. Mr. Kerr, who is a reason- 
ably intelligent man, is aware of the fact 
that neither of them is true. He makes 
them simply because he hopes some of the 
readers of the magazine in which those 
statements are made will believe them to be 
true, and, being deceived,,will vote the 
Democratic ticket next year. | 

The Democratic national platform of 1896 
defines the status of the party on “ the finan- 
cial question.” That platform demands 
specifically “ the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1.“ But free coinage at that ratio can- 
not be “ bimetallism,” when the present 
commercial ratio is more than 34 to 1. 
Until 44 cents in silver can be shown to be 
the equivalent in value of 100 cents in gold 
there can be nothing savoring of bimet- 
allim in a scheme which con- 
templates the free coinage of sil- 
ver dollars worth 44 cents and gold 
dollars worth 100 cents and assumes that 
they will circulate concurrently. There can 
be no “ bimetallism ” with an impossible 
ratio. Not even the platform of the Dem- 
ocratic party can accomplish impossibilities. 

If Mr. Kerr believed that the Democratic 
party favored dimetallism there are 
some questions which might properly be put 
to him in order to find out what his concep- 
tion of “ bimetallisni” was. He might

It 
could be used to take the master of the 
house to and from his business, to carry 
the mistress on her housekeeping and social 
errands,- and for theater or dinner engage- 
ments in the evening. It is not impossible 
that the dwelling of the future may be so 
constructed as to have a room for the stor- 


ing of such a vehicle. It may be said that 


if everybody had one the streets would be 
crewded uncomfortably with them, but there 
is slight danger of that. The good paving of 
every street would of itself make the crowd- 
ing of any one extremely unlikely; and while 
many households might afford the keep of a 
private vehicle, the greater number would 
still. rely upon the public conveyances for 
locomotion. 

But the greatest gain of all from the de- 
parture of the horse will be in cleanliness.

end. The cleaning of the roadbeds will be a 


simple matter and can be done almost en- 
tirely by flushing them from the water 
mains.

The best thing which the two authors of 
the play did was to conceive a scene in which 
the estranged but really loving wife of 
Geoffrey Remsen gives her husband up to the 
enemy by handing an incriminating letter 
addressed to him by George Washington to 
the very Colonel Carteret who is hunting for 
the spy, but does not know him as Geoffrey 
Remsen. Of course, Mrs. Remsen does this 
cruel act quite unwittingly. She has been 
tricked by Lady Danvers, her jealous rival 
in the love of Remsen, and believes that she 
is handing Carteret a perfectly harmless 


missive. This is a neat instance of what the 


Greeks called dramatic irony and leads to a 
good, scene between husband and wife just 
before the former escapes. 
Otherwise there is nothing particularly 
original in plot or dialogue, and a good deal 
that is amateurish and terribly feminine. 
The authors prejudice the audience against 
their hero in the first scene, for instance, by 
making Geoffrey Remsen declare to the. 
woman who has jilted .him that he will 
avenge himself immediately by marrying 
some one else. No man with any self-re- 
spect ever took such an attitude, and the 
hand of the feminine author is apparent 
at once. Similarly the character of Love- 
lace, who corresponds exactly to the vil- 
lain in Nathan Hale, is quite unlike any 
British-American or even Spanish, officer 
ever was, but precisely what some women 
and Clyde Fitch imagtne the bold, bad 
dragoon to be. The play was capitally 
acted, on the whole, and although there 
was practically only one set, the staging was 
in exquisite taste. Tbe stage directions are 
perhaps the most extraordinary ever con- 
ceived. No sooner has a character in the 
play entered the house of Geoffrey Remsen 


than he or she incontinently hurries off by 


any one of five doors, leading indiscriminate- 
ly into the library, the butler’s pantry, or 
my lady’s chamber, And when the same 
character returns he or she seldom, if ever, 
comes back by the same door where out 
she went. It is exactly likea hide and seek 
party and grates on one’s nerves before 
the first act is over. The recurrence of the 
secret passage trick in the first scene of the 
third act again shows inexperience in stage 
contrivance; indeed the whole of that scene 
is intensely unreal. 

It was pleasing to find Miss Katherine 
Florence in so important a part, and still 
more pleasing to be able to say that her work 
as Mrs. Remsen was in most places ex- 
tremely good. Curiously enough she talled 


most when she had to assume the ingenue 


manner in the first act, where she still 
evinced a far too earnest desire to act—that 
is to say, her manner and gestures and her 
Rehan gasps were too elaborate for a girl 
of 17. 

Mr. Sothern was charming as ever and 
rather more truly dramatic in the second 
act than is his wont. His mimicry inthe last 
act was almost unworthy, though possibly 
the trick assumed to disguise himself was 
within the bounds of possibility. Even there 
he had his reward in the plaudits of the au- 

ence. 

One word, too, must be said for the spirited 
performance of Miss Rebecca Warten, who 
played the part of Lady Sarah, a filly of 
rather high fettle, to use the rather uncom- 
plimentary metaphor of her own husband.

A. Jenks of Brookville, the candidate of the 
Democratic caucus, and a half dozen “‘fa- 
vorite sons nominated by the anti-Quay 
Republican Legislators.

Nan Who Took Prominent Part in Kan- | 
sas Troubles Passes Away at 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 16.—[{Special. I-A 
notable character, Colonel Shaler W. El- 
dridge, passed away at Lawrence, Kas., to- 
day at the age of 82. Death was. caused 
by pneumonia. 

Colonel Eldridge was born at West Spring- 
field, Mass., on Aug. 20, 1816. His grand- 
father, Elisha Winchell, was an officef in 
the revolutionary war, and an uncle, Shaler 
Winchell, died in the service in the war of 
3812. Fifty-four. years ago he started for 
Mansas, arriving at Kansas City on Jan. 
„ 1855. He then purchased of General 8. 
City, #omeroy the American House at Kansas 


This house was the headquarters of the 
Pree State men, and in it Colonel Eldridge 
Auch his family had many adventures. The 
pro-slavery men stopped at the house in 
their iricursions into Kansas, and their dem- 
onstrations frequently threatened disaster 
to the house. |

0 ‘CURE WITH. ELECTRICITY. 


Discovery by Which Bacilli 
Are to Be Destroyed by Mil- 
Hon-Volt Current. 


to the Mall and Express from Washington 
says: 

A wonderful discovery in electric force is 
announced, whereby the inventor claims 
that he can send a million volts through the 
human body, kill all forms of bacilli, in- 
cluding those of tubercuiosis, without in- 
‘cidentally annihilating the patient. 

It is said the inventor proposes to take 
advantage of the fact that glass is not an 
absolute; resistant or non-conductor, but 
that a tremendous electrical current strik- 
ing against a glass case, in whcih is inclosed 
a human body, is diffused over the wide 
expanse of glass plates, and hence perme- 
ates all parts of the human ered inside the 
case. 

The inventor asserts that one charge of 
such a current would vitalize the countiess 
tiny electric batteries composed of organic 
cells and-give energy to the wornout body 
and to the wearied brain. Every bacillus, 
he says, will be killed, and the patient on

Dr. F. S. Kolle, who is in charge of the 
electro-therapeutic department of the Elec- 
trical Engineer Institute, was asked today 
what he thought of the discovery. He said: 

“In the first place, I do not know how 
. the million volt current is to be produced. 
There is no apparatus known to me which 
will produce more than a 50,000 volt current. 

In the next place, I do not see why a 
glass cage is to be used.. Any man can take 
into his body a million volts direct, if it can

For River Improvement. 
At the annual meeting of the Chicago River 
Improvement association at 3 o'clock on 
Thursday afternoon in the roomsof the Lum- 
bermen’s Exchange, Rookery Building, Cap- 
tain J. S. Dunham will ask for the adoption 
of resolutions demanding the lowering of the 
tunnels in the river. A petition asking Con- 
gress to establish a uniform depth of 25 feet 
in the stream will also be presented. Mayor 
Harrison will be invited to address the mem- 
bers. An effort will be made, it is said, to 
have the City Council adopt resolutions in- 
dorsing the plan for improving the river. 

Captain Dunham said yesterday: ‘ We 
will call a mass-meeting, if necessary, to im- 
press the members of Congress that Chicago 
demands the lowering of the tunnels and a 
uniform depth of 25 feet in the river. This 
step is absolutely necessary if Chicago's 
shipping is to be preserved.“ 

Mayor Harrison reiterated his statement 
that,-in view of the probable action of the 
River and Harbor committee of the House of 
Representatives, the city, if necessary, will 
compet the street railway companies to lower 
the tunnels to the required depth. 

There will be no necessity of blowing up 
the tunnelg,” the Mayor said. The street 
railway companies will be glad of an oppor- 
tunity of lowering the tunnels at their own 
expensé if confronted with the proposition 
of being deprived of their use. 

Commissioner McGann has written to Con- 
gressman Mann thanking him on the part of 
the city administration for the work he has 
done in behalf of Chicago River improve- 
ment. Speaking of the work necessary to 
be done the Commissioner said: 

Where the money is to come from I am 
not in A position to say, but it is plain to me 
that the diversion of trade caused by the in- 
ability of large boats to enter the river is 
yearly costing the city more than it would 
to remove the obstacles, and it would be good 
business judgment for the city to take out
